A warning to the public against 
promiscuous cutting of Christmas 
trees on any mountain land without 
first securing the consent of the own- 
er was issued a few days ago by State 
Forester M. B. Pratt. A campaign 
against trespassers is now being pre- 
pared, Pratt said. The department 
will have a special force of men at 
work to see that the law is enforced, 
Pratt said. 


Though the _ state administration 
probably will not sponsor aviation leg- 
islation of its own this winter, it will 
favor enactment of a strong regula- 
tory law, Alexander R. Heron, state 
director of finance, indicated recent- 
ly. Heron said he personally favored 
licensing of planes, air -fields, flying 
schools and pilots. 

Out of every twelve of the 6000 chil: 
aren eared for in state institutions 
one is a whole orphan, with neither 
father nor mother; five are half-or- 
phans and six have both parents liv: 
ing, the Department of Social Wel- 
fare reported last week. Seven out 
of twelve were entered by their pa- 
rents, three were placed through tho 
juvenile court, one through a social 
agency and one by relatives or 
friends. The average length of time 
children remain in the orphanages is 
less than two years. 


Telling of the work done by the 
various committees of the California 
State Development Association, and 
outlining valuable statistics, a series 
of committee reports were made pub- 
lic by the organization recently. For- 
est fires on national reserves in Cali- 
fornia during 1928 burned over 681,- 
918 acres and cost $689,889 to sup- 
press, according to the report of the 
conservation committee of the assoct- 
ation. Edward W. Murphy, chairman 
of the conservation committee, de. 
clared there were 1467 fires in the 
national forest, and in the entire state 
there was a total of 2000 fires, de- 
stroying a million acres and costing 
$1,000,000 to check. 

Labor law amendments under 
which the eight hour working day for 
women would be made to apply to 
all female state employes are to be 
introduced at the January session of 
the Legislature. Will J. French, state 
director of industrial relations, so ad- 
vised Governor Young and his cabinet 
last week, declaring that private in- 
terests are now making fnvesttgations 
looking toward introduction of the 
measure. 


Dirt will fly this fall on approximate- 
ly $1,000,000 worth of road projects in 


southern California, the Department 
of Public Works announced in outlin- 
ing work scheduled for bid openings 
within the next two weeks. Activities 
will cover practically every county 
south of the Tehachapi. 

Legislation creating a staff of State 
detectives will in all likelihood be 
urged at the legislative session this 
winter. Already the matter has been 
laid before Governor C. C. Young and 
his attention called to the service in 
law enforcement which it is claimed 
the cities and counties of the State 
would receive under the proposal. 

Labor’s endorsement of the Stata 
plan to take over entire control of 
highway traffic police practically in- 
sures acceptance of that program, 
Frank G. Snook, chief of the division 


of motor vehicles, believes. Snook, 
while finding the forces in most of 


the counties efficient, declared that 
a greater efficiency can be maintained 
by co-ordination of all authority in the 
State. 

An $8,000 gold pocket has just been 
taken out of a claim in the Tuttletown 
district, near Sonora, by Hank Bern- 
ard, prospector, according to semi- 
official reports. Bernard, admitting a 
“good strike,” declines to state its ex- 
tent. Recently he dug out a pocket of 
$3,000 in the same workings. 

he street car public of Los Angeles 
a few days ago started to dig down in- 
to its pockets for an extra 2 cents 
fare. A new 7-cent fare, allowed the 
Los Angeles Railway Corporation at 
least temporarily by the United States 
Supreme Court, went into effect, and 
conductors are busy accustoming 
themselves and “John Public” to the 
change. Many of the street car opera- 
tors reported cases of where citizens, 
angry at being required to pay an 
extra 2 cents, got out and walked. 

Salmon and striped bass still are 
abundant in the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers, according to the re 
ports received by the Pacific High- 
way Association. Despite the lateness 
of the season, bass are making bold 
to venture far up the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin. Storm waters have not 
yet roiled the rivers and fishermen 
are reaping large catches in both 
streams. Along the northern § shore 
line of Suisun Bay, ducks are reported 
plentiful.
